- In exercise of the powers conferred by section 12 
of the Kerala Payment of Subsistence Allowance Act , 1972 (27 of 1973 ), 
the Government of Kerala hereby make the following further amendments to 
theKerala Payment of Subsistence Allowance Rules, 1974 issued in Notification 
II No. G.O.MS. 6 /74/LBR . dated the 2nd February, 1974 and published 
as S.R.O. No. 82/74 in the Kerala Gazette Extraordinary No. 117 dated the 
2nd February, 1974 , namely : 


AMENDMENTS 


1. Short title and commencement.- (a ) These rules may be called the 
Kerala Payment of Subsistence Allowance (Amendment) Rules, 1979. 

(b ) They shall come into force at once . 

2. In rule 5 of the Kerala Payment of Subsistence Allowance Rules 
1974 , 

(i) for the existing sub -rule (2 ), the following sub -rule shall be 
substituted , namely : 

" (2) The Conciliation Officer shall send one of the copies of the 
application to the employer concerned by registered post with acknowledge 
ment due directing him to submit his comments on the employees claim 
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within seven days from the date of receipt of the same. After giving the parties 
an opportunity of being heard , the Conciliation Officer, shall submit a report 
to the Government within a period of three months from the date of receipt 
of the application in his office specifying the amount, if any, due from the 
employer to the employee and enclosing thcreto all the documents relating 
to the enquiry held by him ” . 

(ii) the existing sub -rule ( 3) shall be renumbered as sub -rule (4 ) 
and before the sub -rule as so renumbered the following sub-rule shall be 
inserted, namely : 

" (3) If the employer concerned is repeatedly absenting or avoiding 
enquiry after due service of notice without sufficient cause, the Conciliation 
Officer may proceed to hear and decide the application ex parte."

Explanatory Note 
( This does not form part of the notification , but is intended to indicate its 
general purport). 

The Committee on Subordinate Legislation in its First Report has observed 
that sub -rule (2 ) of Rule 5 of the Kerala Payment of Subsistence Allowance 
Rules, 1974 does not specify the time limit within which the Conciliation 
Officer should submit his report to the Government. So the Committee has 
recommended that the said rule should be amended directing the Conciliation 
Officer to submit his report within a specified time. 

Government have examined the matter and decided to amend rule 5 (2 ) 
of the said Rules specifying a time- limit of three months for the submission 
of the report by the Conciliation Officer . 


It has come to the notice of Government that some of the employers do 
not turn up for the enquiry even after repeated notices from the Conciliation 
Officer and if present continue to ask for adjournments . This causes undue 
delay in submission of the report to Government by the Conciliation Officers. 
Government propose to make provision for ex parte decision by the Concilia 
tion Officer if the employer is repeatedly absenting or avoiding enquiries 
without sufficient cause . 

This notification is intended to achieve the above objects.

S. R. O. No. 600 /79. - Whereas the District Magistrate, Malappuram 
has made an order under section 144 of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973 
(Central Act 2 of 1974), as per Proceedings No. CC -26 /79 dated 9th April, 1979 
directing S/Shri Valiyapurakkal Cheriya Kunhammed , Ibrahim , Abdulrahiman 
and other members in charge of the administration of the SI Madrassa at 
Cherur in Vengara Police Station limit, to abstain from causing obstruction 
to the road starting from Vengara -Achanambalam trunk road on the 
eastern side of the SI Madrassa , going towards west in front of the Madrassa , 
and then going north through other parambas, and to remove the 
obstruction and restore the road to its original position immediately ; 

And whereas the Government of Kerala consider it necessary that for pre 
venting disturbance of the public tranquility and for preventing danger to 
human life, health and safety the said order shall remain in force for a further 
period of six months from 8th June, 1979 ; 
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Now , therefore in exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to sub 
section (4 ) of section 144 of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973 (Central 
Act 2 of 1974 ), the Government ofKerala hereby direct that the said order shall 
remain in force for a further period of six months with effect on and from 
8th June, 1979.
